the Bay of Chiſſiapiacke, which at that pzeſent we little er · 
peded hauing by a cruell ſtoꝛme bene put to the Roꝛthward: 
anchoꝛing in this Way twentie o2 thirtie went a ſhoꝛe with 


genere Indc Sir, commendations re- 


the Captain, and in comming aboard, they were allalted with 


certatne Indians, which charged them within Piſfsll ſhot:in 
which conflict, Captaine Archer and Mathew Morton were 
ſhot: wherupon, Captaine Newport ſeconding them,. made a 
ſhot at them, which the Indians little reſpected, but hauing 
ſpent their arrowes retyꝛed without harme and in that place 
was the Bor opened, wherin the Counſell foꝛ Vicginia was 
nominated:and arriuing at the plate where wer are now ſea⸗ 
ted. tye Counſell was ſwoꝛne, the Pꝛeſident elected, which foz 
that yeare was Paiſter Edm. Maria Wingfield, where was

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made cholce fog our ſcituation „ à verie ſit plate foz the erect- 
ing ol a great cittie, about which ſome contention paſſed be⸗ 
twirt Captaine Wi field and Captaine Go ſnold, uotwith⸗ 
a our pzontfion was baought a thozs , and with as 
_ peede as might bee wee went about our fo2tifica- 
ion. 

The two and twenty dar of Apaill,Captain Newport and 
my ſelfe with diuers others, to the namberof twenty two 
perſons, ſet fozward to diſtouer the Riner, ſome fiftie 02 ſirtie 
miles, finding it in ſome places bꝛoader, x in ſome narrower, 
the Countrie ( ſoꝛ the moſte part) on each fide plaine high 
ground, with many frech Spinges, the people in all places 
kindely intreating vs, daunſing and feaſting vs with ſtraw⸗ 
berries, Mulberies. B2ead, Fiſh, and other their Countrie 
pꝛouiſiona wherof we had plenty: foz which Captaine News 
port kindely requited thetx leaſt fauours. with Bels Pinnes, 
Needles beades oꝛ Glaſſes, which ſo contented them that his 
luberallitie made them follow vs krom place to plate, and ener 
kindely to reſpect vs. Jnthe midway ſtaying to refreſh our 
ſelues in alittle Ile foare 92 fiue ſauages came vnto vs, which 
deſcribed vnto vs the caurſe of the Niuer, and affer in our 
idurnep, they often met vs, trading with vs foꝛ ſuch pꝛouillon 
as wer had, and ariuiug at Ar ſatec ke, hee whom we ſuppoſed 
to bee the chiefe King ol all the reſt, meſte kinvely entertained: 
vs, giuing vs in a guide to go with vs vp the River to Pow⸗ 
hatan, of which place their great Emperoz taketh his name, 
where he that they honored fo2 King vſed vs kindely. But to 
finiſh this diſcouerie, we palledon further, where within an 
ile we were intercepted with great craggy tones in midſt 
ofthe riuer, where the water fallethſo rudely, and with ſuch a 
violence, as not any boat can poſſibly paſſe , and ſv bꝛoad diſ⸗ 
perſeth the ſtreame, as there is notpaſt ſius o2 ſixe Foote at a 
low water, and to the ſhoꝛe ſcarce paſſage with a barge, the 
water flo weth foure foote , and the ſreſhes by reaſon ol the 
Rockss hane left markes ofthe inundations 8. 82 9. foote: 
The ſouth fide is plaine low ground, and the noꝛth fide high 
mountaines, 
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Newes from Virginia. 
— i the rockes being al a grauellß nature, interlaced 
with man of gliſtring ſpangles That night we retur⸗ 
nedfo Vo whatan: the nert dax( being Whitſunday after din- 
ner) we returned to the fals. leaning a mariner in pawn with 
the Jndians foꝛ a guide of theirs, hee that they honoured fo2 
Ning followed vs by the riner. That afternoone we frifled in 
looking vpon the Rockes and riuer ( furtherhe would not goe) 
ſo there we erected acrofle ; and that night taking our man af 
Powhatans, Cap. New port congratulated his kindenes with 
aGown and a Hatchet: returning to Arſetecke, ànd ſtaxed 
there the next day to oblerue the height therof,# ſo with many 
ſignes ofleue we departed. The next day the Queene or Aga; 
matack kindely intreated vs, her people being no leſſe conten - 
ted then the reſt, and from thence we went to another plate, 
(the name wheresl J doe not remember) where the people 
ſthewed vs the manner of their ding fo Pullels, in which 
they ande Pearles. | 

That night pallingpr Wesel lune twentie miles from 
our Foꝛt, they aecoꝛding to their foꝛmer churliſh condition, 
ſeemed little to affect vs, but as wee departed and lodged at 
the point of Weanocke, ] the people the next moꝛning ſcemed 
kindely to content vs, vet we might percetuemany fignes of 
amoze Jealouſie in them then beloꝛe, and alſo the Binde that 
the King of Arſeteck had giuen vs, altered his reſolution in 
going ts our Fozt , and with many kinde cirrumſtances left 
vs there. This gaue vs ſome occaſion to doubt ſome miſchiele 
at the Foꝛt, yet Capt. Newport intended to haue viſited Pats. 
pahegh and Tappahanocke, but the inſtant change of the 
winde being faire foꝛ our return. we repaired to the foꝛt with- 
all ſpeed, where the firſt we heard was that 400. Indians the 
day befoꝛe had aſſalted the foꝛt, i ſuppꝛiſed it, had not God be; 
pond al their expectations) by meanes of the ſhippes at whom 
they ſhot with their Oꝛdinantes c Muskets.cauſed them to 
retixe, they had entred the foꝛt with our own men, which were 
then buſied in ſetting Coꝛne, their armes beeing then in dꝛie⸗ 
fats t᷑ few ready but certain Gentle mẽ ol their own, in —

conflict, moſt of the Counſel was hurt-a boy ſlaine in the Pin- 
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nas, and thirteene o2 fourteene moꝛe hurt Mithall ſpeede we 
palliſadoed our Fo2t:(each other day)foz ſixe oz ſeauen dates 
we had alarums by ambuſcadoes, and faure 02 fine cruelly 
weunded by being ab2oad: the Indians loſſe wee know not, 
but as they repoꝛt thꝛee were ſlain and diners hurt. 

 CaptaineNewport hauing ſet things in o2der, ſet ſaile fo; 
England the 22.of June, leaning pꝛouiſion fo2 13. 02 14 
weeks. The day befoze the Ships departure, the KingofPa- 


maunke ſent the Indian that had met vs befoze incur diſco- 


uerie, to aſſure vs peace, our fo2t being then paliſadoed round, 
and all our men in good health and comlort, albeit, that thꝛogh 
ſame diſcentented humoꝛs, it did not ſo long tontinue, ſoꝛ the 
Pꝛeſident and Captaine Goſnold, with the reſt of the Coun- 
ſell, being foꝛ the moſte part diſcontented with one another, in 
ſo much, that things were neither carried with that diſcretion 
noꝛ any bnlines effected in ſuch good ſoꝛt as wiſdome would, 
noꝛ ourowne good and ſafetie requitedthereby, and thꝛeugh 
the hard dealing of our Pꝛeſident, the reſt of the counſell bee⸗ 
ing dinerſlie affected thꝛough his audacious commaund, and 


foz Captaine Martin, (albeit verie honeſt ) and wiſhing the 


beſt good, pet ſo ſicke and weake, and my ſelfe ſo diſgrac d 
thꝛough others mallicethꝛough which diſoꝛder God (being 
angrie with vs) plagued vs with ſuch fanun and ſicknes; that 
the liuiug were ſcarce able to bury the dead:our want of ſuftt- 
tient and good vid ualls, with confinuall watching, foure oz 
five each night at thage Bulwarkes, being the chietfe 
cauſe: onely of Sturgion wee had great ſfoze Where 
on our men would ſo greedily ſurfet, as it coſt manve 
their liues:the Sack, Aquauitie,and other pꝛeſeruatiues foz 
our health, being kept onely in the Pꝛeſidents hands, foꝛ his 
one diet, and his few allociates:ſhoꝛtly after Captaine Goſ- 
nold fell ſicke, and within th2& werkes died, Captaine Rat- 
clifte being then alſo verie ſicke and we ake, and my (elfe ha- 


uing alſo taſted cf the extremitie therof, but by Gods alliſtãce 


being well recouered. Kendall about this time, foz diners 
8 reaſons 
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reaſons depoſed from being ofthe C eracell: and ſhoꝛtly affer 
it pleaſed Godlin our extremity)tomeue the Tnttans tobzing 


vs Cozre, cie it wes halfe ripe, torefreſh vs, when v-era- 


ther expected when they weuld deftroy vs: abcut the tenth of 
September there was about 46. ofcur men dead, at which 
time Captaine Winge field hauing o2d2cd the effatres in ſuch 
ſoꝛt that he was gen erally batet ok all, in which reſpec with 
one cenſent he was depoſed krem his pꝛolidentte, and Caps 
taine Ratcliffe acteꝛding to his courſe was elected. 

Dur p2cuificn being now within twentte vayes ſpent, the 
Indians bꝛeught vs great fioze beth cf: Coꝛne andb2eadrea- 
dy made; andaliothere came ſuch aboundante of Fowles in⸗ 
to the Riners, as grratlp rekreſhed eur weake eſtates, where- 
vppon manp ol dur weake men were p2eſcntly able to goe a⸗ 
bꝛoad. As vet we had no heuſes to teuer vs; our Tents were 
rotten, and our Cabbins wozſe then nought: gur beſt tom. 
moditie was Pꝛon which we made into little chiſlels. the pꝛe⸗ 
ſident; and Captaine Martins ficknes, conftrapned me tobe 
Cape Marchant, and yet to ſpare no paines in making heuſes 
fo2 the company, who notwithſtanding our miſery, little 


. ceaſed their mallice, grudging and muttering. As at this time 


were moſt of our chiefeſt men either ſicke 02 diſcontented, the 
reſt being in ſuch diſpaire, as they weuld rather ſtarue and 
rot with idlenes, then be perſwaded to do any thing foz their 
ownereliefe without confEraint : cur vicualles being now 
within eighteene dayes ſpent, and the Jndtaus trade decrea- 
ſing, J was ſent to the mouth of ö riuer, to Kegquouhtan an 
Indian Towne,to trade foꝛ Coꝛne, and try the riuer fo2 Fiſh, 
but our fiſhing we could not effec by reaſon cf the fozmy 
weather. The Indians thinking vs neare famiſhed, with 
careleſſe kindnes, offred vs little pieces of t bꝛead . ſmall hand⸗ 
lulls ofbeanes oꝛ wheat, ſoꝛ a hatchet oꝛ a p iece of copper: In 
the like maner J entertained their kindnes, and in lite ſcoꝛne 
offered them like commodities, but the Childzen, oꝛ any that 
ſhewed extraoꝛdinaxp kindenes, J liberallp contented with 
free gifte, ſuch trifles as wel cotented them; finding this colde

comſoꝛt, J anchoꝛed befoze the Towne. and the nert day re. 


turned to trade, but God (the abſolute diſpoſer ofallheartes) 
altered their conceits, fo2 now they were no lcffe deſirous of 
cur commodities then we of their Cone: vnder colour to 
ketch freſh water, J ſenta man to diſcouer the Towne, 
their Coꝛne, and fo2ce, to trie their intent, in that they deſt- 
rod me vpto their houſes: which well vnderſtanding, with 
foure ſhot J viſited them, with ich, oyſters, bꝛead and deere, 
they kindly traded with me and my men, beeing no leſſe in 


doubt ok my intent, then I oftheirs, koꝛ well J might with 


fwentie men haue fraighted a Dhipze with Cone: The 
Tobe conteineth eighteene houſes, picaſantly ſeated vpon 
thꝛee acres of ground, vppon aplaine, Halfeinuironed with 
à great Bay of the great Riuer, the other parte with a Bare 
of the other Niuer falling into the great Bape, with a lit⸗ 
tle Ile fit foꝛ a Caſtle in the mouth thersof, the Towne 
adiopning to the maine by a necke of Land oi ſixtie yardes. 
ith firteene buſhells ol Cozne I returned towards our 
Foꝛte: by the wap J encountred with two Canowes of In- 
dians, who canie abso2d me, being the inhabitants sf waroſ- 
koyack,a kingdome on the ſouth fide of the riuer, which is in 
bꝛeadth 5. miles and 20 mile oꝛ neare from the mouth: with 
theſs J traded, who hauing but their hunting pꝛouiſton, re- 
queſted me to returne ta their Towne, where J chouldload 
my boat with coꝛne, æ with near thirtie buſhells J returned to 
the loꝛt, the very name wherolgaue great comfozt to our des 


ſparing company: time thus paſſing away, t hauing not aboue 


I4.daies vituals left, ſume motids were made about dur pꝛe⸗ 
ſidents t Capt. Archers going fo2 England, to pzocurea ſup⸗ 
ply, in which meane time we had reaſonablly fitted vs with 
houſes, aud our Pzeſident t Capt. Martin being able to walk 
abꝛoad, with much ado it was concluded, that the pinnace and 
barge ſhould goe towards Po Hatan, to trade fo coꝛne: Letts 
were taſt who ſhould go in her the chance was mine, © white 
the was arigging, J made a voiage to Topohanack, where as 
riuing;there was but certain women a childꝛen whotled from 
theiryouſes, vet at laſt J dꝛew them to dꝛaw mere, truck 3 
ur 
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durſt not, coꝛne they had plenty, to ſpoile J had no cdmiſlion: 
In my ro turne to Paſpahegh, J traded with that churliſh t 
trecherous nation: hauing loaded 10 62 12 buſhels ofcozne, 
theyoffred to take our pieces and ſwoꝛds, yet by ſtelth, but ſce- 
ming to diſlike it, they were ready to aſſault vs, pet caving vs 
pon our guard in coaſting the ſhoze,diners out of the woods 
would meet with vs wth coꝛn + trade, but leaſt we ſhould be 
conffrained, either to indure duermuch w2ong oz directly fal to 
reuenge, reing them dog vs from place to place, it being night, 
e cur netcellitie not fit loꝛ warres, we tooke occaſion to returne 
with 10 buſhells ofcoꝛne: Cap. Martin after made 2 ioui nies 
to that nation of Paſpahegh but eache time returned with 8. 
oꝛ Io. buſhells. gil things being now ready koꝛ my tourney to 
Powhatan, ſoz the perfoꝛmance thereof, J had 8. men and my 
ſelfe fo the barge, as well foꝛ diſcouerte, as trading, the Pin- 
nace, 5. Marriners: g 2. landmen to take in our ladings at cons 
uement places. The 9 of November I fet fo2ward, foz the viſ+ 
couerp of the country of Chikhamania, leauing the pinnace 
the nerf tide to followe and tap fo2 my comming at Point 
weanock, zo miles from our fozt: the mouth ofthis riuer fal- 
leth into the great riuer at Vaſpahegh, 8 miles aboue dur foꝛt: 
that afternoone J ſtayed the eb, in the bay ofPaſpahegh with 
the 3ndias:towards the evening certaine Indians haled me, 
one of them beingof Chikahamania, oftred to tõduct me to his 
country, the Paſpabegheans grudged therat: along we went 
by moonelight, at midnight he bꝛought vs beloꝛehis Towne; 
deli ing one of dur men to go vp with him, whom he kindely 
intertained, and returned back to the barge:the next moꝛning 
J went vp tothe towne, and ſhewed them what copper and 
haͤtchets they ſhold haue fo2 coꝛne, each kamilp ſerking to giue 
me molt content: ſo long they cauſed me to ſtap p 100 at leaſt 
was expecting my comming by the riuer with coꝛne, what 3 
liked Jvought, and leaſt they ſhould perceive my too great 
want J went higher vp the riuer: this piace is called Mano - 
quoſick a quarter ofa mile from the riuer, conteining thirtie 
o foꝛtie houſes, vppon an exceeding high land: at the koote 
of the hill towards the riuer, is a plaine wood, watered 
with many ſpeinges, * twenlie yardes right downe 
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into the riner: right ag unſt b ſameis agceat march, or. oz 5. 
miles circuit, deuided in 2 Jlands, by the parting ok the riuer, 
ahoundinz witgüch tfoulgofall og am:ie from thence is a 
Towne called Oraniocke, J further diſcouered the Townes 
Gi Mania, Apa naock, /Verawahone, t Mamanahir: at eche 
place kindelp vcd, eſpecially at the! 17, being the hactorthe 
Caouatry, where were ademdled 200. 2077 with ſuch aboũ⸗ 
da ce of coꝛue as haun laded our barge, 3 alſo Imtzhthaue 
laded aſhip: 5 returned to Pal pan: negh, cor iſidering h want 
ol CToꝛnc at our Foꝛt, it being night , With! eb, by midnight 
Jariued at our feat, where J found our mais run aground: 
the next moꝛning J valaded ſeauẽ hagcheds into our ltoze, the 
next moꝛning J returned againe:the ſecond day Jariued at 
Mamanahũt, wher p people hauing heard of my cõming, were 
ready with z o2 400. baskets litle t great, ot which hauing la⸗ 
ded my barge, with many ſignes of great kendnes J returned: 
at my departure they requeſted ine to hear our pieces. being in 
the midtt ofthe riuer, which in regard of y eccho ſcemed a peale 
of 02dnance,inany birds and fowles they ice os dayip kil that 
much fearcd them,ſo deftrons ot trade wer thep, y thep wouald 
follow me with their canowes, & fo2 any thing giue it me, ra⸗ 
ther then returne it back ſo J valaded again 7 02 S. gagſhegds 
at our ſoꝛt. Hauing thus by Gods alliſt ance gotten god ſtoꝛe 
or cozne,. natwithctandigg ſom? had ſpirrits not content wit 
Gods pꝛouidence, ſtil grew mutinous, in ſo much, that our 
pꝛeſident hauing ocaſion to chide the ſmith fo2 his miſveame 


noꝛ,he not only gaue him bad lan zunge, but alſooffced to ſci? | 


him with ſome of his todles, ſoꝛ which revcilious act, the ſmith 
was bp a Jury condemned fo be hanged, bat being vppon the 
ladder continuing verry obſtinate, as hoping vpon a reſcue: 
when he ſaw no other way but death with him he betame pe⸗ 
nifent,t declared a dangerous conſpirat y, foꝛ which Captaine 
Kendall as pꝛincipal, was by a Jury condeaedt ſhot to death. 

This con piracy appeaſed, A ct fo2ward foꝛ the diſcouery of 


the Kiuer ol Checka Hamania: this third time 3 diſcouered y 


fLownes of Matapamient, Morinogh, Aſcacap, moyſenock 
Righkahauck,Nechanichock, Matcalüt, Attamuſpincke, . 
diuers others, their plenty ol coꝛne J found decreaſed, vet la- 
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dingth2b1zge, A retutued to our fozt;-ourfioze being now 


indiffereatly wel pꝛouided with cone, there was uch adoe 
fo2 to haue the pinace goe fo2 England,againlt which Captain 
Martin my felfe, ſtanding chietly againſt it, and in fine aſter 
many debatings, pro & contra, it was realued to ſtaꝝ a furs 
ther recolutid: this matter alſo quieted, I ſet Fozward tofinith 
this diſcouerp, which as pet Jhadnegleced in regard of ö ne- 
ceſlitie we had to take in pꝛouiſion whillt it was to be had: 40. 
mies J palled vp riger, which foz the molt part is a quarter 
of a mile b20ad,q 3. fatham t a half deep exceeding oley» many 
great low marihes,t many high lads-eſpecially about y midſt 
at a plate called Moyſonicke, a Peninſule oł 4. miles cicuit, 
betwixt two riuers ioyned to the main, by a neck of 40.02 50. 
pards, and 40.92 So pards from the higy water marke: on both 
lides in the very necke ofthe maine, are high hills and dales, 
pet much inhabited, the Jle declining in a plaine fertile coꝛne 
field, the lower end a low marſh, moꝛe plentie of ſwannes, 

crancs, geeſe, duckes, and mallards, 4 diuers ſo2ts of fowles 

none wouid defire:mo2e plaine fertile planted ground, in ſuch 
great p2opoztions as there J had not ſcene, of a light blacke 
ſandy mould the cliffes commonly red, white and yellowe co- 
loured land, vnder red a white clap, fiſh great plenty. peopie 
aboundance, the moſt or their inhabitants, in view ol d neck of 
Land. where a bettec feat fo2 a towne tanuot be deſired⸗at the 
endoftozty mates this riuer inuironeth many low Jlands, at 

cach high water dꝛowned loꝛ a mile, where it vniteth it ſcits, 
at a place called po kant the higheſt Towne inhabited. 10. 

miles higher J di couered with the barge in the mid way, a 

great tree hindꝛed my paiſage which J cut in two: heere the ti⸗ 
uer became narrower. 8-962 Io, focte at a high water, and 6, 
2 7. dt alowe: the Gicame exceeding wirt a the boltom hard 

channell, the ground moſt part a low plaine, ſandy lople this 
occaſioned me to ſuppoſe it might iſſue [rom ſeine lake oꝛ ſome 
bꝛoad ſoꝛd, foꝛ it could not be far ta the hcad but rather then Y 

would endanger the barge ¶ et to haus beene able to relolue 
this doubt, todiſcharge the imputation ot malicious tungs, 
that haife ſuſpected J durſt not fo2 fo long delaying, ſome or 
the company as deſirous as my ſelhhwe relolued te hier a Cas 
e no 
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| how, andreturne with the barge to Apocant there to leaue 


the barge ſecure, and put our ſelues vppon the adnenture: 
the country onely a vaſt and wilde wildernes, and but onely 
that Towne : within thꝛee 62 foure mile we hireda Canow, 
and 2. Indians to row vs ö next day a fowling: hauing made 


ſuch pꝛouiſton koz the barge as was needfull, J lett her there to 


ride, with expꝛelle charge not any to go aſhoꝛe til my returne. 
Though ſome wiſe men may condemn this too bould attempt 
of too much indiſcretion, vet if they well cõũder the friendſhip 
of the Jndians,inconducingme, the deſolatenes of the coun⸗ 


try, the pꝛopabilitie ot ſome lacke,t the malicious iudges ofiny- 


actions at home, as alſo to haue ſome matters of woꝛth to in · 
tourage our aduentu rers in england, might well haue cauſed 
any honeſt minde to haue done the like, as wel fo: his own diſ⸗ 
charge as foz the publike god: hauing 2 Indians loꝛ my guide 


r 2 of our own companp, Iſet ſoꝛward, leauing 7 in the barge: 


hauing diſcouered 20 miles further in this deſart, the river itil 
kept his depth and bꝛedth, vut much moꝛe combꝛed with trees: 
here we went alhoꝛe ( being ſomo 12 miles higher theny barge 


had bene) to refreſh our ſelues, during the koplingofour vitu⸗ 
als:one of the Indians J toke with me, to ſer the nature of the 
ſoile, & to croſſe the boughts ol the riuer, the other Indian 


left with 9. Robbin ſon and Thomas Emy, withtheir mat⸗ 
ches light and oꝛder to diſcharge a peece, fo2 my retreat att he 
firſt. ſight ol anp Indian, but within a quarter of an houre 4 


heard a lcud cry, and a hollowing of Indians, but no warning 
peece, ſuppoſing them ſurpꝛiſed, and that the Indians had be⸗ 


traid ds, pꝛeſontip J ſeazed him bound his arme faſt to my 
hand in a garter, with my piſtoll ready bent to be reuenged on 
him: he aduiſed me to flip, and ſeemed ignoꝛant of what was 


done, but as we went diſcourſing, J was truck with an ar» 
row en the right thigh, but without harme: vpon this occaſton 


J eſpied 2 Indians dꝛawing their bowes, which J pꝛeuented 


in diſcharging a french piſtoll: by that J had charged againe 3 


02 4 moꝛe did the like, fo2 the firſt fell dewne and fled: at my 
diſcharge they did the like, my hinde J made mp barricado 
who offered not to ſtriue, 20.02 30. axrowes were ſhot at me 


but ſhoꝛt, 3 024 times J had diſcharged my piſtoll * the 
ys 3h ing 
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king ol Pamaiick called Opeckikenough with 200 men, in 
uiranedme, eache dzawing their bowe, which done they laid 
them vpon the ground, pet without ſhot, my hinde treated be · 


twirt them and me sl conditions of peace, he diſcouered me to 
be the Captaine, my requeſt was to retire to þ boate,they de- 
maunded my armes, the reſt they ſaive were flaine, onely 


me they would reſerue the Indian impoꝛtuned me not to 
ſhot. Jnrefiring being in the midſt of a low auagmire, and 
minding them moze then my fteps, I ſtept faſt into the quag · 
mire, and alſo the Indian in dzawing me fo2th: thus ſur⸗ 


pꝛiſed, I reſolued to triethoir mercies, my armes caſte from 
me, till which none durſt appꝛoch me:being ceazed on me, they 
dzew me out and led ine to the King, J pꝛeſented him with 


à compalſe diall, deſcribing by my beſt meanes the vie therol, 
whereat he ſo amazedly admired, as he ſuffered me to pꝛoceed 
in a diſcourſe of the roundnes of the earth, the courſe of the 
ſunne-moone, ſtarres and plannets, with kinde ſpeeches and 
bꝛead he requited me, conducting me where the Canow lap 
and Iohn Robbinſon flaine, with 20 02 30. arrowes in him. 
Emry 4 ſaw not, J perceined by the aboundance of fires 
all suet the woods, at each place J expected when they would 
execute me, vet they. vſed me with what kindnes they 
could: appꝛoaching their Towne, which was within miles 
Where J was taken, onely made as arboꝛs and couered with 
mats, which they remoue as occaſion requires: all the wo- 
men and childzen, being aduertiſed of this accident, came 
fooꝛth to meet them, the King well guarded with 20 bowmen 
5 flanck and rear, and each flanckbeſoze him aſwozd e apAces 
and after him the like, then a bowman, then J on each hand 
a boweman, the reſt in file in the reare, which reare led foo2th 
amongſt the trees in a biſhion ,eachehis bowe and a handfull 
or arrowes, a quiaer, at his back grimly paintes: on eache 
flanck a ſargeant, the one running alwaiss towards the kront 
the other towards the reare, each a true pate and in exceding 
good 93der, this being a go2d time continued: they taſtethem · 
lelues in a ring with a daunce, and ſo eache man eraktez fo 
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hie lodglug, the Captainconduairigme to his lodging, a quar· 
ter of Menilon and ſeme ten pound er bꝛead J had foꝛ ſupper, 
what J left was reſerued ſoꝛ me, and ſent with me to mp {od- 
ging: each moꝛning z. wemen pꝛelt ted me thꝛee great platters 
of fire bead, mo2e vent/on then ten men could deuour J had, 


my gewre, peints and garters, my cempas and a tablet they 


gaur ie again, theugh 8 oꝛdinarap guarded me, J wanted 
69! what they cond deuiſe to content me: and fill our longer 
acaue intance increaled eur better afleuion:much they thzeat- 
ned loeſault curfozte, as they wers ſolicited by the Kingof 
Paſpehegh who ſhewed at eur fo2t great ſignes or ſoꝛrow fo2 
this miſchance:theKingtocke great delight in vnderſtanding 
the manner of our thips and ſayling the leas, the earth e skies 
and of oui God: what he knew of the dominicus he ſpared not 
to acquaint me with, as ot tertaine men cloathed at a place cal⸗ 
led Ocanahonan, clcathed like me, the courſe of our tiuer, and 


| that within 4 82 5 daies tournepofthefalles, was a great tur⸗ 


ning of ſalt water: I deſired he would ſend a mellenger to Paſ- 
pahegh, with a letter J would weite, by which theyſhold vn⸗ 
derſtand, how kind ly they vſed me, and that J was well, leaſt 
they ſhould reuenge my death: this he granted and ſent thꝛee 
men, in ſuch weather, as in reaſon were vnpollible, by any na⸗ 
ked to be indured:their cruell mindes towards the ſoꝛt J had 
deuerted, in deſcribing the oꝛd inance r the mines in the fields, 
as alſo the reuenge Captain Newport would take ot them at 
his returne, their intent, J inter ted the foꝛt. the people of Oca⸗ 


nahonum and the back ſea, this repoꝛt they atter found diners 


Indians that confirmed: the next day aftermy letter, came a 
ſaluage to my lodging, with his ſ\wo2dtohaue flaineme, but 
being by my guard intercepted, with abowe andarrow heof- 
fred to haue effected his purpoſe: the cauſe J knew not, till 
the King vnderſfanding thereof tame and fold me of a man a 
dying, weunded with my piſtoll: he tould me alſo of another 


J had llayne, yet themoſt concealed they had any hurte: this 


was the father of him J had flayne, whoſe furp to pꝛe⸗

vpon ſhe fop of the next noztherly riner, cold Yough'anan, 
bauing feaſted me, he farther led me to another bzanch of the ri- 
ner, called Mattapament, to two other hunting townes they 
led me and to each of theſs Countries, a beule ofthe great Ems 
perout of Pewhakan , whom as vet J ſuppoſed to bee at the 
Fals, to him J folde him J muſt goe, and ſa returne to Paſpa- 
hegh, after this foure o2 fine dapes marſh, we teturned fo Ra- 
ſawrackc, the firſt towne they bought me tw, where binding 
the Pats in bundels, they marched two dayes ilourney, and 
crofled the Rinerof Y ovg! tanan, where it was as bzoad as 
Thames: fs condutting me to a place called Menapacute in 
Pamaunke, where þ Bing inhabited: the next day another Ring 
ol that nation called Kelcataugh, hauing receined ſome kindnes 
ol me at the Fozt,kindly inuited me to feaſt at his honle,the peo. 
ple from all places flocked to ſeæ me, cach ſhe wing fo content 
me. Bythis the great King bath foure oz fine bouſes, each 
confainiegfearcſcoze 03 an bundzed coofe in length, picaſanily 
ſeated vpon an high ſandy hill, from whcnce ron way (@ weſter⸗ 
ly a godly low Tountty, the river befoze the which his croked 
corrle cauſeth many great Parſhes of excæding god ground. 
An hundzed houſes, and wany large plaines are here (ogither 
inhabited, moe abundarce of filhe fowle, and a picalantcr (cat 
cannot be imagined : the King with foztic Bowocn to guard 
me, inlreated me fo diſcharge my Piſtoll, which they there pꝛe- 
ſented me with a mark at fix ſcoze to ſtrike therwith but to ſpoil 
the pꝛadiſe J bzoke the cocke, whereat they were much dilcon- 
tented thongh achavnce ſoppoled, 

From hence this kind King conducted mec fo s place called 
Topahanocke, a kingzome vpenanother Kiucrnogthwerd : 
the cauſe of this was, that the yeare befoze, a Chippe had bene 
in the Niuer of Pamauoke,whohaning beene kindly entertai⸗ 
ned by Powhatan theit Experoar,they returned thence, and 
diſconered the Riner of Topabanocke , where being reteintd 
with like kindne lle, vet he ſiue the Bing, and twke of his people, 
and they ſuppoſed J were hee, but the people repozted him a 
great wan that, was . 3 and bling mee kindly, the

This Riner of Topahanock; ſemcth in bzeadth not much 
elle then tha! we dwell vyon, At tbe mouth or the River ts a 
Countrep called Cuttata women vpinarys is Marr1gh-ta- 
cum Tapch:nock,Appamatuck, and Nantaugs tacum , af 
Topman ocks the head iffnng from many \Pountaints, 
the ner? iht J lodged at a duuting town of Powhatams, and 
tho next bay arriued at Waranacomoco bpon the riger bf Pa- 
mauncke,where the great king is reſident: by the way we paſs 
fed by the top of another little ciner , which ts betwixt the two 
_ ralled P:yankarank. The molt ofthis Countrey though De- 

fert, vet erterditig fertt] g kimber, moſt byls and dales, in each 
valle p a cxiſtall ſpꝛing 
Artining at W-ramocomoco, their Eperonr Ipzoudly 
lying vopon a Ber itead a foote hizh vpon tenne oz telus 
Pattes, richlybung with manie Chaynes of great P2ajles 
about his necke , and covered with a great Conering of 
Rahaughcums : At his beabe ſat a woman, al dis fete ano- 
ther, on each ſive ſitting vppon a Patte Sho the. ground 
were raunged his chiele men on each lde the fire, tenne in a 
ranke, and beh inde them as many pong women , each a great 
Chaine of white Beades oner their chonlders : their heades 
painted in redde and with ſuch a greue gad Maieſlicall counte- 
nance, as dꝛaus me into admiration to ſt luch tate in a naked 
Saluage, hee kindly welcomed me with god woꝛdes, and 
great Plaſters of ſondzie Uictaats , afluring mee his friend- 
chip, and my livertie within foure dapes, hee mach delighfed in 
Opechan Comoughs relation of what J har deſcribed to him, 
and off examined me vpon the ſame, Dee aſked mee the cauſe 
of our comming, J tolde him being in fight with the Spani- 
ards eur enemie, being oner pow2ed,neare put to retteat, and 
by extreame weather put to this ſhoze, wherslanting at Che- 
ſipiack, the people ſhot vs, but at Requoughtan they kindly 
vled vs, we by ſignes demaundev freſh water, thep deſcribed 
vs vp th Niuer was all frech water, at Paſpahegh, alſo they 
kindly vled vs, our Pinnſſe being leake wee were infoxe to 
ſtay 
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fayfo mend her , till Coptainc Newport, my father came fo 


condus vs away. Ye demaynded why we went farther with 
dur Boate, J tolbe him; inthat J would haus occaſion to 
talke of the backe Sea, that on the other fide the maine, where 
was lalt water, my father had a childe flaine , whiche we 
ſuppoſed Monecan bis enemie bad dane whoſe veath we in- 


kended to reuenge. 


After gend deliberation , ha began fo deſcribe mee the 
Countreps beponde the Falles, with many of the reſt, con- 
firwing what. not onely Opechancanoyes, and an Indian 
which had beene pziſouer to Pewhatan had befoze tolde mee, 
Gut ſome called it flac vayes, ſome fire, ſome cicht, where the. 
ſapde water daſhed amongeſt many flones and rockes, each 
Kozme which cauſed oft tymes the heade of the River to bee 
bzackiſh: ru read he deſcribed fo bee the people that 
bad ſlaine mp bzethcr, whole death zee would reuenge. Mer 
deſcrived allo vpon the [zme Sea a mighty Nation called 
Pocoughtronack, a fierce Nation that did cate men, and 
warred With the propls, of Moyaoncer, and Pataromerke, 
Nations vpon ſhe toppe of the heade of the Bap, vnder his 
terrikozies, Where the peere beſoze they had llain an hundzed, 
he lig nile d their crownes were ſhauen, long haire in the nccke, 
tied on g knot, Swoꝛds like Pollexes, 

35: yoni th m he deſcribed people with Chozt Coates. and 
Slckurs fo the Elbewes, that palled that way in Shippers 
like cvrs, M iny {xingdomes be deſcribed mee lo the heave 
of the Biy , which leemed to bee a mightie Riner , illſuing 
from migh'ic ÞPauntatnes betwixtthe two Seas, the people 
cloatheò at Oc:maho van. Ye alſo confirmed, and the Son- 
therlp Countries allo, as the reſt that re pozted vs to be within a 
day Eagalicot Mingoge, tina dapes of Chawwonock, 6, ft 
Ros ock to tie ſouth part of the bacbᷣe lea:he deſcrived a coun⸗ 
frie called Anone, where they haue abundauce of Boe, 
and bovles walled as ours. J requites his diſcourſe , ſ@- 
ing what pude bee had in his great and ſpacious Domini- 
ons, ſeeing that all pee knew? _ vaver his —— 
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In deſcribing to him the territoziesof Europe, which was 

fabiect to our great Aing whoſe lubied J was,the innamerable 
multitude of his ſhips, J gave him to vnderftand the noyſe of 
Trumpets, and terrible manner of fighting were vader captain 
Newport myfather,whom J intituled the Meworames which 
thep call King of all the waters, at bis greatneſle hee admired, 
and nol alittle feared : hee defired mee to fozſake Paſpaliegh, 
and folive with him vpon his Riner, a Countrie called Capa 

Howaficke: ht pzbmiſed to giue me Co2ae,Ueniſon , v2 what 
J wanted to fade v3 , Yatchets and Copper wee ould make 
him, and none ſhould diſtarbe vs, This requeſt J pꝛomiſed to 
perfoꝛme: and thus having with all the kindnes hee could de- 
niſe, ſaught to content me; hee ſenfme home with 4. men, one 
that vſually carried my Cowne and Knapſacke alter me, two 
other loded with bzead, and one to accompanie me. 

Thie Niuer of Pamavnk<1s not paſt twelue wile from that 
we dwell on, his courſe nozthweſf, and weſterte, as the other. 
Weraocomoco, is bpon (alt water, in bzedth two-myles , and 
lo keepeth bis courſe without any tarrying ſome twenty miles, 
where at the parting ofthe freſhwater and the (alt, it dinideth 
it ſeife into two partcs,the one part to Goughland, as bzvad ag 


Thames, and nanigable,with a Boate thzceſcoze 62foureſcoze 


miles, and with a Dyippe fiftie, exceeding crooked, and manie 
tow grounds and mariſhes , but inhabited with aboundance of 
warlike and fall people. The ConktreyofYoughtomam, of 
no leſſe wozth, onelp it is lower, but all the ſopte, & fatte,fertill, 
kandie ground. Avoue Manapacumter, manp high ſaudis 
Monntaines. By the River is many Nockes, ſeeming if not of 
ſeuerall Mines: The other bꝛanch a little lelle in bzeadtb, vet 


extendetb not neare ſo farre,no2 ſo well inhabited, ſomewhat 


lower, and a white ſandle,and a white clay ſople : here is their 
beſt Terra Sigiſlata: The mouth of the Rinerzas J ſee in the 


diſcouerie thcrof with captain Newport, is halſe a mile bzoad,q- 


within foure miles not above aPalket ſhot:the channell extiæ 


ding god anddeep2.the Riner caight to the denifions, Kiskirlæ 


the nearet Palion to the eatrances, 
Their 
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Their religion and Ceremonie J obferned was thus:thz 
02 fouredayes after my taking lenen ofthe in the houſe where 
J lu each wild a rattle beganat ten a cocte inthe aioznirg to 
ſing aboat the fire, whichthry tnun oned with a Circle of 
meale,and after a foote 02 two from! that, at the end ofeach ſong, 
[aydedownetwo'ozthzee grafnevof wheate,continning this gz- 
der fill they have included ſtxe d feurhhiind2vd in a halte Circle, 
and after that two o ch moꝛt Circles in like maner, a hand 
bꝛedth from ether: hat done, at each ſong hex put betwirt cue 
rie thꝛce, two oz ſſue graines a little icke, lo counting as an 
old woman der Pater noſter. 
- | Dne biſguiſed wilt a great kinne, his head hung round 
with little Sinnes or Wreaſels, and other dermine, with a 
Crownet ol feathers on his head, painted as bglp as the dinell, 
at the end ol esch ſong will make imat Agnes and demonlſtra. 
tions;with ſtrange end vehementactions, great cakes ol Derre 
laet, Deare, and Tobacco he'caftethiin'the fire, kill xe a clocke 
in the Egening, their do wing would continue ere they wonld 
depart. Each mozning inthe'colvelt troſt, the peincipall to che 
number ol twentte oz thirtie, allembird theniſclues in a rouud 
tircle, a good diſtante fromthe fowne, whers'they told me they 
there conſulted where tohuntthenertvay: lo fat they fed mee, 
that Jmutchdoobtedthey intended tohane ſacrificed mes tothe 
Quiyoughquoſicke , which is a ſuperiour power they woz? 
chip a moze vglter thingrannot be defcribed : one they haue foz: 
chief (nerifices;which*allothepeall Quiyoughquofick:to cure. 
tbefitk;a man with a Rattie;anveertreamebowling,ſhowting, . 
ſinging, and luch violent geſtures, and Ariticke actions oner 
tbe patient will ncke out blod and flegmefrom the palient aut 
oftþeirvaable tomacke;oz any diſeaſedplace,as uo labour mill 
moze tire them, Lobatcs they offer the water in palling in fowle 
weatzer The death ol any they lament with great ſozrom and 
weoping.: their Aings ther burtebetwixe two mattes within 
their houſes, with all his veads, iewels, vatchets. and copper: ths. 
other in graues like ours. Ther acknowledge no relurrection. 
Powhatan hath ü- am each of his b;e- 
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theren ſucceeded other. 


Foz the Crowne, their berzes inheritenot, „ but thi firſt 
hepꝛes of the Siſters, and ſo ſucceſſiuely the weomens heires : 

Foz the Rings hane as many weomen as they will, bis Bub 
iccts two, and moſt but one. 

From Weramocomoco is but 12, miles, ret he Indians 
trifled away that day, and would not goe to our Fozte by any 
p:r{waſtons : but in certaine olds hunting houſes of Paſpa- 
hegh we lodged all night. Mhe next mozning ere Sunneriſe, 
we (et fozward foz our Fozt,wherewe arriued within an honre, 
where each man with the trueſt ſignes of foy they could cxpꝛeſla 
welcommed mer, except M. Archer, and ſome 2.03 3. olhis, 
who was then in my abſence , twozne Counſellour, though not 
with the conlent of Capraine Martin: great blame and impu⸗ 
tation was laide vpon ma by them, foz ie loſſe of our two men 
which the Indian» flew : inlo much that they parpoſed to depole 
me but in the mioſt of my miſeries, it pleaſed God to lend Cap- 
taine Nuport, whoarriaing there the ſame night, lo tripled our 
ie, as fo2 a while thele plots againſt ae were deferred; though 
with much malice ag ainſt me, which captain Newport in choꝛt 
time did plainly ler. . Now was maiſter Scriuener, captaine 
Martin, and mx ſelfe, called Counſellers. 

Within fie o2 lire dapes aſter the arriuall of the Ship, by a 
miſchannce our Fozt was burned, and the moſt ol dur apparell, 
lodging and pꝛiuate pꝛouiſion, many ot our old men dileaſed, 
and of eur new foz want of ledgigg periſhed. Tye Empereur 
Powhatan each wake once oz twice ſeat me many pzeſents of 
D-are,bzead Raugroughcuns, haife alwaycs foz wy lather, 
whom he mach deſiced to los, and halte foz me:and le continually 
impoꝛtuned by mefſengers and pꝛelents, that J would come to 
fetch the coꝛne, and take the Countrie their King had giuen me, 
as at laſt Captaine Newport relolued to go ſe him. Buch 
acquaintance J had amonglt the Indians, and ſuch confidence 
they had in me, as neare the Fozt they would not come fill J 
came to them, euer ot them calling me by my name, would not 
Cell any thing till A had firſt rece ined their pꝛeſonts, and what

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they had that J liked, they deferred fo my dilcrelion: buf after 
atquaintaute, they bſually came into the Fozt at their pica- 

fure ; Che Pꝛeſident, and the rcff ofthe Councell, they knewe 
not, but Coptaine Newports greatnefſe J had lo deſcribed, as 
they conceyned him the chicle,the reſt bis childzcn, Dff (cers,ard - 
ſeruants. Me had agreed with y king of Palpahegh,to conduct 
two ol our men to a place called Panawicke beyond Rconok, 
where he repozted man men to be apparelled. Us fanden 
him at Wirraskoyack, where playing the villaine, aud bela 
ding vs (oz rewards, returned within thꝛer oz loure depes alter 
without going further. Ciptaine Newport, mailler Scriue- 
net, and my ſelte, found the month of Pamauncks riuer, ſome 
25.03 30. miles nozthwardfrom Caps Herric , the chan 
god as befoze erpzeflev, 

Arriuing at Weramocomoca, being icalons of the intent of 
this poittick ſaluage.to diſcouer his intent the better, J with 20. 
hot armed in Jacks went a ſhoze, the Bap where he dwelleth 
bath in it 3. cricks, and a mile and a haite from the chanet all of, 
being conducted to the towne, J found my lelfe miſtaken in the 
crecke,foz they al there were within lefle thena mile, the Empe⸗ 
r02s ſonne called Naukaquayis, the captaine that coke me, end 
diuerſe others or his chiete men conducted me to their kings ha⸗ 
bitation, but in the mid way J was intercepted by a great creek 
ouer which they had made a bzidge of grained ſtakes g railes, 
the king ol Kiskieck, and Namontac k, who all the tourney the 
king had ſent to guide vs, had conducted vs this paſſage, which 
cauſed me to ſuſpect ſome miſchiele: the barge I had ſent to met 
me at the right landing , when found mp lelfe firſt decepued, 
and knowing by experience the moſt of their courages to pꝛo⸗ 
tiede from others feare, though fewelyked the paſſage, J in- 
termingled the Kings ſonne,onr conductozs, and his chicke men 
amongſt ours, and led fozward, leaving balfe at the one ende 
to make a guard foz the paſſage of the Front. Toe Indians 
ſing the weakeneſſe of the 1Bzidge, came with a Canow, and 
toke me in of the middeſt with foure 02 fitic moze, being landed 
wee made a guard fo2 the reft till all were paſſed , two * |

bimſelts as vpon a 6 at the vpper endeotthe houſe, with 
ſuch a Paieſtie as J cannot eppzelſe, noz vet haue often ſcene, 
either in Pagan 83 Chailtian, with a kinds countenance hee 
bad mee welcome, and cauſed a place to bee made by bimlelle 
to ſit, I pzeſented him a (ate of redclaath, a white Greyhound, 
and a Patte, as Jewels he eſtemen them, and with a great 
Ozatioa made by the of his Nobles, if there be any amongſt 
Saluages,kindly accepted them, witha publike confirmation 
of a perpetnall league and friendſhip. 

After that, he commaunyed the Quine of Apamatuc , a 
comely yong @alaage, to giue me water, a Turkie-cocke, and 
bzeade to tate: being thus feaffed , hee began his diſcourſe to 
this purpoſe. Pour kinde viſication doth much content mee, 
but where is your father whom A much deſire to ſ&@,is he not 
with you. J tolo him he remained abend, but the nert day he 
would come vnto him, with a merrie cofitenance he alked me faz 
certaine pittes A which pzomiſed him, when J went to Paſpa- 
hegh, J told actezding to my pzomile,that J pzoffored the man 
that went with me foure Demp Culuerings, in that he ſo dei · 
red a great Ganne, but they retuſedto take them, whereat with 
alowde laughter, he deſired to gine bim ſome of lefſe burthen, 
as to the ofher Jgaue himthem , being ſure that none could 
carrie them: but Where are tbelemen yon pꝛomiſed to come 
with pou, J told him without, who ther yon gane oder to haus 
them bzought in,two after two , ener maintaining the guard 
withont.Aad as they pzelentey themſclues ever with thankes, 
be would (alnts mg, and cauſed each of them to hane foure 0; flue

This locontented him, as immediatly with atfentine t- 
lence, with a lowd ozation he pꝛotlaimed me Awcrowanes 
ot Powhaton,and that all his ſubit d s ſhould fa tſleme vs, 
and no man account vs ſtrangersnoz Paſpaheghans, but 
Powhatans , and that the Cozno, weomen and Country, 
ſhenld be to vs as to his owne people: this p2offered kind- 
nes foz many reaſons wasontemned not, but with the bell 
— 2 and lignes of thankes J could expzefſe, Jtoke 
my leave 

The Ning riſing trombis ſeat, conducted me foozth, and 
cauſed each of my men to haue as much moze bzead as hit 


could beare : Eo ſome in a baſket, e as much he lenf 


a board foz a pꝛeſeꝝi to my Father: victuals you muſt know 
is all there wealth, and the greateſt kindnes they could ſhew 
vs: arriuing at the Niuer, the Barge was lallen ſo low with 
the ebbe, though J had ginen oder and oft ſent to pꝛeuent 
the ſame, yet the meſſengers deceived mas, the Skies being 
very thicke and rainie, the King bnderſtanding this miſ- 
chance, ſent bis Sonne and Mamontacke, to conduct mis 
fo a great houle (ufficient ts lodge mit where entring J (aw 
it hung round with botwes-and arrowes.

allvight. Wo my ſopp:rye (ct betoze me meatefo; twenty 


men & ſeeing J couls net eale, hex cauſed it tobe given tomy 


men: foʒ ibis is a generall cunome, that What they giue, not 
to take againe, but you muſt either eate it, gius it away, 02 
carry it with you: two oz th houres we ſpent in our aun · 
ent diſcourſes, which done, J was with a fire sick lighted to 
mp lodging. 

Tye next day the king conducting mee lo the Niger, 
chewoed me his Canowes , and delcribed vnla me how be 
ſent them oucr the Bape, fo2 tribute Beades:and alſo what 
Coantries paide him Beads, Copper oz Skins. Butſ&ing 
Captaine Nuport, and Maiſter Scrivener , comming a 
ſhoze, the King returned to his houſe, and J went le mate 
him, with a trumpet befoze him, we marched to the King : 
who after his old manner kindly receined him, elpecially a 
Boy of thixteen yeares old, called Thomas Salvage, whom 
he gane bim as his Sonne: he requited this kiadnes with 
each of vs a great baſket of Beanes,and entertaining him 
with (he fozmer diſcourſe, we pafſed away that dap, and as 
greed to bargaine the next day, and ſo returned to dur Pin- 
nis: the next day comming a ſhoze in like ozder, the king 
banging kindly entertained vs with a bzesklaſt, queſtioned 
with vs in this manner, | 


Why we came armed in that ſozt, ſaing het was our 


friend, and had neither bowes noz arrowes.what did wee 
doubt ? I told him it was the cuſtome of our Country, not 
doubting of his kindnes any wales, where with though *& 
lee med latiſfied,yet Captaine Nuport cauſed all our men to 
retire to the water fide, which was ſome thirtie ſcoze from 
thence : but to pzenent the wet, Maiſter Scriuener 03 J 
were either the one oz other by the Barge , experience had 
well taught we to belaue his friendſhip, till connenient op⸗ 
poztanity ſulfced him to betray vs , but quickly this _

naturs ol a Merchant, div (cozne to ſell, but we freely ſhonty 
gine him, and he liberally would requite vs. 
Captaine Nuporc would not with leſſe then twelve great 
Coppers try his — which he liberally requited with 
as much cozne as al Chickah mania, J bad fozone of leſſa 
pꝛopoꝛlion : eur Hatchets hee would alſo haue at bis owne 
rate, foz which kindnes hee much (&med to affect Captaine 
Nuport, ſome few bunches ofblew Beades J bad, which he 
much deſired, and ſæing ſo ſew, he offced me a haſket oĩ two 
pecks, and that which J dzew to be thze pecks at the leafl, 
and yet ſamed contented and deſired moꝛe: J agreed with 


bim the nert dar foz (wo buſhells, z p ebbe now conſtrai- 


ned bs to returne to our Boate, although he earneſtly deſt- 
red vs to tay dinner which was a pꝛouiding, and being rea- 
dy be ſent aboard aller vs, which was bzead and ven zon, 
ſufficient foz fiftie ez fixtie perſons. 
Type next day he ſent bis Donne in the mezning not fo 
bꝛing a ſhoze with vs anx pieces, leaſt his weomen and chil⸗ 
dꝛen ſhould feare. Capteine Nuports god beliefe would 
hans ſatiſfied that requeſt , yet twentie oz twentic five ſhot 
we got a Goze;the King impoztuning me to leave my 
armes a board, much nifliking my (wozd, piſtol end target, 
I fold him the men that New my Bꝛother with the ke 
tearmes had perſwaded me, and being vnarmed (hot at vs, 
and ſobetraide bs. 

Ys oft entreated Captaine Nuport that his men might

perceined my abſence, and cunningly ſent foz maj 
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. leaue theirarmes, which ſtill b&comwanded ts the wafer 


fide, this oaꝝ we ſpent in trading fo;blewBeavs, and ha- 


ning neare ftraighted our Barge. - 
Captaine Nuport returned with them that came aboꝛd, 
leaning me and Maiſter Scriuener athoze, to follow in Ca 
nowes; into one J got with fixe el our men, which being 
lanched a ſlones caſt from the ſhoze ſlack laſt in the Die 
Paiſter Scriuener ſceltigthis example, with ſeven oꝛ eight 
moze paſſed the dzeadfull bꝛidge, thinking to have found 
deeper water on the other creeke , but they were infozced to 
Qay with ſuch entertainment as a ſaluage, being fozced as 
ſhoze with wind and raine, hauing in his Canow, as com- 
monly they haue, his hoaſe and houſheld, inſtantlꝝ (et bp a 
houſe of mats which ſutcoured them from the ſtoꝛme. 

Wye Judians ſeing me peſtred in the Ole, called to me, 


fire oz ſeuen ot the Kings thiele men thzew off their ſkins, 


and to the middle in Ole, came ts beax ma aut on their heads, 
their impoztunacie cauſed me better to like the Canow then 
their curteſte , excuſing my deniall fo feare to fall into the 
Ole, deſiring them to bzing me ſome wad, fire, and mals, to 
couer me, and J wauld content them: each pzeſently gaus 
his he lpe to ſatiſfie my requeſt, which paines a hozſe would 
ſcarce haue indured, yet a touple of bells richly contented 
them, 

The Emperozs lent his Seaman Mantivasin the eue- 
ning with bꝛead and vietuall ſoʒ me and my men, he no mozʒe 
lcripuleus then the reſt ſeemed to take a pzideinſhewing 
bow litle he regarded that miſerable cold and durſy paſſage, 
though a dogge Would ſcarce haue indured it, this kindnes 

J ſound, when J litle expected lefſe then a milchiele, but the 
blacke night parting our companies, ere midnight the 
fleod ſerued fo carry vs aboard: the next day we came as 
hoe, the King with a ſolemne diſcourſe cavſing all to de- 
part, but his pꝛincipall men, and this was the effect, when as 
hee perceined that we bac adeſirstoinuads Monacum, as 
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gainſt whom he was na pꝛoleſſed enemy, pet thus farre be 
would afſift vs in this enterpꝛiſe: Firſt ve would ſend bis 
ſpics, perfectly to vnderſtand their rengthand ability to 
fight, with which he would acquaint vs himlelfe. 

Captaine Nuport would not be ſirne in it himſclſe, be. 
ing great Werowances, they would ſtay af home, but J, 
Paiſter Scrivener,and two of his Sonnes,and Opechan- 
kanough. The King of Pamaunke ſhould haue 100. of 
his men to goe befoze as though they were hunting, they 
giuing vs notiſe where was the aduantage we ſhonld kill 
lhem, the weomen and young childzen he wiſhed we ſhould 
ſpare,4 bzing them fohim,only 1 00, oz 1 50. ol our men he 
held (officient fo2 this exploit: our boats Gould Nay at the 
falls, where we might hew timber, which we might conucp 
each man a piece till we were paſt the Rones , and there 
toyne them, to paſſe our men by water, if any were ſhot his 
men ſhould bzing them backe fo our boats , this fairetale 
bad almoſt made Coptaine Nuport bndtrtake, by ibis 
meanes to diſcover the South ſea, which will not be with- 
- lrecherie, if we ground our intent vpon his conſtan- 
tie. 

{his day we ſpent in trading, daneing, and mach mirth, 
ſhe King of Pamaunk< lent his meflenger,as yet not know 
ing Captaine Nuport, fo come vnto him: who had long 
expected m, defiring allo my Father fs viſite him: the 
meſſenger ſtayed to conduct vs, but Powhatan bnderftan- 
ding that we had Patchets lately come from Paſpahegh; 
= the next dap to trade with vs, and not to go furs 
ther. | 
This new fricke he curmingly put vpon him, but onely- - 
fo haue what he lifted , and to try whether we would go oz 
ſlay, Opechankenoughs meſſenger returned that we 
would not come: the ne xt day his Daughter came to entreak 
me, ſhewing her Father dad hurt his legge, and much ſoz- 
rowed he could not ſe me.

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Captains Nuportbeing nat to be perſwaded fo goe in, 
that Powhatan had defired'vs foltay :ſent her away with 
the like anſwer, vet the next day vpon better confiveration 
intreatie pꝛeusiled, and we anchozed at Cinquoneck, tho 
firit twaine aboue the parting ol the riner, where dwell⸗d 
two Rings of Pamaunke,WBzotbers to Powhatan: the one 
called Opitchapam, ihjs other Katatough, ts theſe J went 
a ſhoze, who kindly intreated mie and Maiſter Scriuener, 
lending ſome pzeſents aboard to Captains Nuport, whillt 
we were trucking with thele Rings. 
Opecaankanough his wife, weomen , and chilvzen 
tame to mate me with a naturall kind affection, he ſeemed 
to reiopte to (@ me, $ 
Captaine Nuport came a ſhoze, With many kind dil 
courſes we paſſed that ſozenone: and after dinner, Cap- 
tatue Nuport went about with the Pinnis to Menapacant 
which is twenty miles by water, and not one by land: O- 
pechankanough, conducted me and Maiſter Scrivener by 
land, Where hauing built afeaſting houſs a purpoſe to en- 
tertaine bs with a kind Dzation , aſter theirmanner and 
bis beſt pzovilion, kindip welcomed vs, that day he would 
not trucke, but did his beft to delight vs with content ; Cap- 
taine Nuport arrived towards euening, whom the King 
pzelenfed with fixe great platters of fine bead, and P-n(a- 
rowmana, the next day till none wer traded : the Ring 
feaſted all the company, ans the allernone was ſpent in 
playing, dauncing, and delight , by ao meanes he would 
haus vs depart till the next dap,he had leaſted vs with vent- 
zon, foz which he had ſent,bauing ſpent his ficlt and ſecond 
p2ouifion in expecting our comming:the next day he perfoz- 
med his pzamile, giaing moze fo vs the, then would haue 
ſaſticed 30. and in that we carried not away what we left, 
be lent it alter vs ta the Pinnis, with what wozps oz 
ſignes ol lous he could expꝛeſſe. we departed. | 
Captains Nuport in the Pinnis, leaning mY the

Donne, p caule J aſſure me was to know our ſtrength ane 
Countries condition: p next day we atriued at Kiskiack,the 
pecple ſo ſcoznefully enterfained vs, as with what fignes 
ef (cozne and diſcontent we could, we departed and returned 
to our Fozt with 2 ; o. bulhelisof Cozne , our pꝛeſident be⸗ 
ing not wholy reconered of bis ſicknes , in diſcharging, his 
Piece bzake and ſplit his handoff, which he is not yet well 
tecouered, 

At Captaine Nuports arrinall, w were vieualled fog 
(w:lne werkes, and having furniſhed him of what hee 
thought god, ber let ſaile fe2 England the tenth of Apaill : 
Maiſter Scriu:ner and my ſelte with our ſhallop , accom- 
panied him ts Captsine Hendrick, 

Powhatan hauing foz a farrewell, ſent him flac oz fixe 
mens loadings, with Turkepes foz\wozds, which bes ſent 
him in cor return to p fozt:we diſconered the river of Nau 
ſamd, a pꝛoud warlike Nation, as well we way teſtified, at 
dur firft arriuall at Che ſiapiack: but that intury Caps 
taine Nuport well revenged at his returns , where ſome 
ofthem intiſing him to their Ambuſcadoes by a'daunce, hee 
perceining their intent, with a vally of muſket ſhot , ſlew 
one, and ſhot one oz two moze, as themſelnes confeſſe, the 
Ning at our ariuall ſent fo me to come vnto him: J ſent him 
wozd what commodities J had to exchange foz wheat, and 
il he would as had the reſt of his Neighbours, conclude a 
Peate, we were tontented, at taſt de cams downe befoze the. 
Boate which rid at anchoz ſome foztie yards from pthoze, 
be fignifi-d to me ko come a hoze, and lent a Canow with 
foure oʒ flue ol his men, two whercof J deſired to _ a

pects: in theſe plaines are pianted aboundante of houſes 
and people, they may tontaine 1000, Acres of moſt excels 
lent fertill ground, lo (weeete, fo plealanf, ſo beautifull, and 
lo ffrong a pꝛoſpect, fo2 an invincible ſtrong Citty, with ſo 
many commodities, that A know as pet A haue not ſeene: 
This is within one daies journey of Chawwonocke, the 
riuer falleth into the ings riuer, Within (welne miles ol 
Cape-hcndicke. 

At our Fozt , the foles we had were ſo oꝛdinarilp ſtolen 
by the Andians, as neceſlity infozced vs to core their bza- 
uing theruerie: foz he that ſtole to dap, durſt come againe 


the next dag. One amongſt the reſt, having ſtolen two 


(wozds, J got the Counſels conſent to let inthe bilboes : 
the next day with ther moze, he came with their wodden 
\wozds in the midſt of our men to ſteale, their cuflome is to 
take any thing they can ceaze off, onely the people of Pa- 
maunke, het haue not found fealing but what others 
can deals, their King receiueth.
